agents are rarely Germans. They are 
as a rule Swiss, Belgians and Alsa- 
tians, with a sprinkling of corrupt 
Frenchmen. 
If they are Germans 


then they hasten to' take out naturali- 
zation papers and to make themselves 
conspicuous by protestations of loyal- 
ty to the land of their adoption. But 
in all cases they are instructed to dis- 
guise their operations .under forms of 
ordinary business. They take shops, 
land agencies, hotels, insurance offices 
and so on.

by'having too much money or too

Their businesses are soundly

TRACTS CLEARED OF MALARIA 


Gratifying Progress Has Been Made 


by Those Interested In Conquer- 


ing the Disease. 


Malaria, to which children are sus- 


septible. has been made largely a pre- 
ventable disease by a study ot the 
mosquito carrier, Its breeding places 
and natural history, and by inocula- 
tion experiments on animals and man. 


It was proved by Italian observers 


that the mosquito disseminates bird 
malaria in the same manner as in the 
human subject.

tions has been that large tracts of 
hitherto waste and dangerous land 
have been rendered sate and produc- 
tive. A widespread cause of debilitat- 
ing sickness, and even of death, has 
thus been removed.

2rdThe death of Bishop Fox was a 
surprise to his friends, as a bulletin 
wa« issued recently by the attending 
physician stating that he was out of 
danger 
The bishop was never a ro- 


bust man, and last December, when 
the fact that he had tendered his 
resignation as bishop was made pub- 
lic, be g»ve out a statement in which 
he said in part: "For the past two or 
three years I have done my work un- 
der the most excruciating pains so 
that, in the opinion of my physic an 
it was but a question of a year or two 
unless 1 was given a Complete res 
from my responsibilities, that I would 
face, a complete physical breakdown. 
U was evident from this that his con 
ditlon was much more serious tbar 
even he realized.

Washington, March 
11— Develop- 


ments came swiftly on Tuesday In the 
Mexican crisis. Here they are: 


1. Secretary Bryan announced he 


had warned all Americans in Mexico 
City to depart, promising to keep open 
communications for them. 


2. Secretary Daniels ordered the bat- 


tleship Georgia and cruiser Washing- 
ton to Vera Cruz In consonance with 
this program and the plan of the ad- 
ministration to ortng Carranza to 
terms. 


3. Carranza resented latest United 


Hu-t/>i note, but told Consul Sllllman 
lis would reply to it formally. He said 
obregon had not kept food supplies 
out of capital. 


4. Obregon and his Carranza troops' 


reported to have evacuated Mexico 
City and Zapata forces to have occu- 
pied the place 


Dispatches came through an em- 


bassy on Tuesday night from three 
newspaper correspondents In Mexico 
City announcing the receipt of the 
Hryan warning, but stating it was im- 
possible for anyone to depart even If 
ho wanted to do so. 


The 
Villa agency, however, an- 


nounced that Zapata forces had begun 
repairing 
the 
railroad northward. 


Communication with the border would 
be restored lu six days, the message 
said. 


When Rear Admiral Caperton ar- 


rives at Vera Cruz Thursday with the 
battleship Georgia and cruiser Wash- 
ington specific instructions regarding 
the situation will be given to him. The 
instructions so far sent do not permit 
him to land a sailor or marine on 
Mexican soil. 


Secretary Daniels has sent for Rear 


Admiral Cameron Winslow, who for 
months was In command of the special 
squadron In Mexican waters. He will 
discuss the Mexican situation with him 
and irvlte suggestions looking to a 
solution of the problem forced upon 
American attention. 


Word reached Capt. William L. Rod- 


gers of the battleship Delaware at 
Vera Cruz that trouble was feared at 
Progreso. He at once sent a wireless 
message to Commander John R. R. 
Blakeley of the Des Moines to hasten 
back to Progreso and stand by for 
the protection of American and for- 
eign Interests. Word reached the state 
and navy departments that the Des 
Moines had arrived at Progreso.

Monroe Phillips of Brunswick, Former 


State Senator, Kills Men With 


Shotgun. 


Brunswick, Ga.. March 
9.—The 


death of Ernest McDonald, shot when 
Monroe Phillips, a real estate dealer, 
killed five persons and wounded 32 
with an automatic shotgun before he 
himself was killed, Increased the death 
list to seven. The others wounded, 
except Gunner Tolmas, a bank clerk, 
were reported as doing well. Phillips 
Is thought to have become Insane be- 
cause of financial troubles, and devel- 
opened an enmity for Harry F. Dun- 
woody, a prominent lawyer and poli- 
tician, In whose office he began his 
murderous attack. 


Those killed by Phillips besides Dun- 


woody were W. M. Hackett, an under- 
taker; Rex Deavers, a policeman; L. 
C. Padgett, a former policeman, and 
George W. Asbell, a motorman. 


Phillips fired both barrels ot the 


shotgun into Dunwoody's head, kill- 
ing him Instantly. He then went Into 
tho street, where a crowd, attracted 
by the shots, had gathered

into the group, killing Padgett Phil- 
lips then began shooting into a crowd 
of men across the street, wounding

Stanchfield sprung his surprise de- 
fense in the Thaw case at the close 
of the first day of the conspiracy 
trial which ended In the selection of a 
jury in record time.

"The Tangistan," said this man, 


"was torpedoed off Scarborough. She 
was struck amidships and went down 
almost immediately. AH the members 
of the crew were In the lifeboats, but 
they were unable to disconnect the 
lowering tackle before the ship sank 
and dragged down the boats with her. 
I caught hold of a piece of wreckage 
and clung to it for nearly three hours 
In the icy water until I was rescued." 


The survivor of the Tangistan is 


James O'Toole, an Englishman. Six- 
teen men of the crew were English and 
the remainder Arabs 
The boats had 


already been swung out in view of a 
possible submarine attack, and most 
of the men on board wore life belts 
when the vessel was torpedoed. 


Guilty of Attacks on Ships. 


London, March 8—The extent to 


which Great Britain has been waging 
its campaign against German subma- 
rines operating in the English chan- 
nel and the North sea against mer- 
chant shipping was demonstrated by 
the confession made on Friday by offi- 
cers of the submarine U-S, sunk by 
British destroyers in the channel, 
who landed at Dover. 


"No less than ten submarines have 


been sent down in the channel since 
the German blockade went into ef- 
fect," was their declaration. 


If this is true the British admiralty 


has not yet learned of the destruction 
of all the undersea craft, as BO far 
only four have been reporteB sunk. 
the fourth on Thursday. 


The sinking of the TJ-8 was 
offi- 


cially announced by the admiralty, 
along with statement that examina- 
tion of the steamer Thordis' keel con- 
firms her captain's evidence that he 
rammed and sank a submarine on 
February 28 after the German fired 
a torpedo at the British vessel. 


The D-9, reported wrecked off Chris- 


tiansand, Norway, was the third sub- 
marine destroyed, while Captain Wy- 
att of the steamer Alston reported to 
the admiralty that his vessel bad 
rammed and sunk a fourth in the 
channel last Saturday. 


It was asserted at the admiralty 


that exclusive of the above named 
submarine five have been destroyed 
since the war began. 


A Paris dispatch quotes the minis- 


try of marine as making the follow- 
ing announcement: 


"One of the flotilla attached to the 


second light French squadron Thurs- 
day shelled a German submarine of 
the type U-2 in the English channel. 
Three shells hit the submarine, which 
plunged 
and 
disappeared 
without 


leaving a trace." 


The internment of the crew of tho 


TJ-8 brings to a crisis the demand in 
parliament, and also by French dep- 
uties, that such prisoners be treated 
as pirates and executed if found guilty 
of attacks on merchant shipping.

At the opening of the session Mr.

Assemblyman Hoffman, speaking in
